SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication entitled John766 is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The publication does not deal with any of the matters contained in s3(1) of the FVPC 
Act. In accordance with the recent Court of Appeal decision in Living Word Distributors 
v Human Rights Action Group (Wellington) (CA 58/00, 31 August 2000), the 
Classification Office therefore has no jurisdiction to classify the publication as anything 
other than unrestricted. 

The publication is a computer printout of a black and white photograph. The 
photograph depicts a boy who appears to be 10 to 12 years old. He is lying on his 
stomach on a bed, with only his unclothed upper body visible. His eyes are closed, 
and he gives the impression of being asleep. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to John766. 
As the computer printout does deal with any of the matters contained in s3(1), and 
cannot receive any classification other than unrestricted, the rights and freedoms 
contained in si4 are not impeded in any way in this instance. 
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
